Thank you for the opportunity to give insite into the Lee Farkas that has been a 
tremendous Asset to our community. 

OCALA ON ICE. 

Lee was the first and major sponsor that made it possible for Ocala to experience 
Ice skating during the Christmas season. He the first and only FiftyThousand dollar 
($50,000.00)sponsor for four years($200,000.00) that enable the citizens of Ocala and 
Marion County to experience this extremely popular event. Attended by thousands over 
the four years. 

Symphony under the Lights. 

Founding sponsor of Symphony under the Lights, another extremely popular event 
on the downtown square. The Ocala Symphony Orchestra performed under the 
Christmas light on the downtown square. This was for at least three years and maybe 
more. The event continues to draw to a large crowd each Christmas season. 

Remodeling of Old Buildings. 

Purchased and old auto parts store that had been vacant for many years. Remodeled it 
for Corp. offices of TBW. This old building was a distraction in downtown Ocala. It 
became the model for remodeling in downtown that followed. 

Leased an OLD Winn Dixie grocery store that had been closed for years and was an 
eyesore in Pine street shopping Center. He remodeled it into a major community asset 
In the form of Compass of Ocala. A high-end health and fitness center. 



Purchased another old Winn Dixie on North Magnolia Ave. It also had been vacant 
for many years and was in deplorable condition. He remodeled that for use by TBW 
records management. It was the catalyst for the improvements on the North Magnolia 
Corridor. 
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Charity Donations 

Lee was a major contributor to the Salvation Army annual Christmas fundraiser. 

He was physically active for several years collecting and donating from $65,000.00 to as 

much as $147,000.00 in one year. 

I was in his office when he got a phone call about the equine Olympic Medallist that was 
competing at an event in Tallahassee. His horse fell and he was seriously injured. 
They were asking for help with his medical bills. Lee asked if I knew him. I had met and 
knew of him. He gave ten thousand dollars (10,000.00) toward his medical bills. 

The Humane Society of Marion County was in serious financial trouble. 
They went to Lee for advise about the problem of raising about one half of monthly 
operiating expense. They were going to borrow money to stay in existence. Lee advised 
againse borrowing and offered to contribute ten thousand ($10,000.00) per month for up 
to one year. He made contribution for six months and they were able to increase 
donations to maintain operation. 

I know there are many people and groups Lee donated to and helped during the last 
fifteen years I have known him. Even today, I have people tell me of an instance where 
he reached out to help. 

His community involvement was recognized by designating him "Man of the Year" and 
"Grand Marshall" of out annual Christmas Parade for his many contributions to the 
community. 

Lee had a love for his community and for people that were in need.
